Political observers said the 
Stevenson defeat in Minnesota 
might be the “big break’ that 
Harriman’s chief political ad- 
viser, Carmine De Sapio, has 
been Waiting fo 

De Sapio’s strategy until now 
has been for Harriman to stay 
out of all primaries and let 
Stevenson and Senator Estes 
Kefauver battle it out 

Harriman’s Comment. 

Harriman said today the re- 
sults of the Minnesota primary 
have not changed his own 
status, “either as an active o1 
inactive’ candidate 


The Governor said he had ‘no 


basis for being cither surprised 
or not surprised’ a tthe outcome 
of the primarv 

“Both are good Democrats,” 
Harriman said of Kefauver and 
Stevenson The events in the 


election confirm my belief that 
the people are dissatisfied with 
the Republican Administration,” 

He said the “turnout in Min- 
nesota was an indication” of a 
Democratic victory in the 1956 | 
presidential election 

The hope among Harriman’s 
supporters was that Stevenson 
and Kefauver would campaign 
themselves into a deadlock at 
the Democratic national con- 
vention and Harriman would 
emerge aS a compromise candi- 
late 
Kefauver Gains Strength. 

New York politicians felt Ke- 
fauver’s victory in Minnesota 
made him stronger than Steven- 
son and gave him a good chance 
to capture the nomination un- 
less Harriman became active in 
the race. 

They said Kefauver does not 
have strong support in the 
South and might be vulnerable 
there. Harriman does not have 
overwhelming support in the 
South either because of his 
views on integration. But his 
supporters believed he might 
be in a much better position 
to appease southern Democrats 
with wise political strategy and 
possibly some compromise on 
other matters than would 
Kefauver. 

Kefauver has lost favor in 
the South recently because he | 
did not sign the declaration | 
supported by most southern 
Congressmen protesting against 
integration in the public 
schools. 

More Freedom to Run. 

Stevenson's loss of position 
as the front runner among the 
candidates for the Democratic 
presidential nomination comes 
at a time when Harriman is 
more free to enter into an 
active campaign for the nomi- 
nation. 

The end of the 1956 New 
York legislative session is in 
sight, and when it ends Harri- 
man wii] become more free for 
campaigning. He has been 
locked in bitter battles on state 
issues until recentl: 

Hlarriman supporters believe 
also that he would be entirely 
acceptable to former President 
Truman as the Democratic 
presidential candidate 

Harriman was associated with 
the Truman Administration 
when Mr. Truman was in the 
White House and they have 
remained fast friends.

These compounds, which may 
be produced in a patient suf- 
fefing from liver disease who 
has a high protein diet or who 
suffers from bleeding into the 
gastro-intestinal tract, can re- 
sult in coma, he said. 

Dr. Watson said glutamate, an 
organic compound, was admin- 
istered to 16 coma patients by 
staff members at his school]. In 
11 of the cases, here was im- 
provement, he said. 

In treatment of liver disease, 
he said, a low protein diet now 
is prescribed, as well as rest 
and use of glucose, adminis- 
tered intraveiously. 

Under this treatment, the 
chances of recovery are greatly 
enhanced, he said. The talk 
was sponsored by the St. Louis 
Society for Internal Medicine.

Many mem- 
bers of the council have been 
reluctant to reconsider the tur- 
bulent conditions, fearing that 
decisions would be nullified by 
veto or otherwise. 

The petition from Lodge re- 
questing “early and urgent ac- 
tion by the Security Council to 
consider the situation now pre- 


vailing in the Palestine area” | 


was in the pattern recently put 
forth by President Eisenhower. 
It made clear his conviction that 
settlements of Middle Eastern 
conflicts should be achieved 
through the U.N. 
Formal United States Request. 
Lodge late yesterday sub- 
mitted the formal American re- 
quest for renewed U.N. inter- 
cession to Sir Pierson Dixon of 
Britain, serving this month as 
president of the Security Coun- 


cil. The action was taken, how- | 


ever, only after extended con- 
ferences with British and 
French delegates and U.N. Sec- 
retary General Dag Hammar- 
skjold.

Burns of Canada) of the ¢ruce 
supervision organization, the 
parties have not agreed to pro- 
posals which he has put forward 
to them” or to Council resolu- 


tions demanding compliance, 
Lodge continued 
“These . .. resolutions had 


the unanimous support of the 
Security Council and it should 
therefore be a matter of genu- 
ine concern to each of its 
members to ascertain the ex- 
tent of compliance being given 
to them,” he concluded. 

Arms From Reds. 

Members of the Security 
Council, including the United 
States, Britain, France, Russia 
and nationalist China, the na- 
tions holding veto power, are 
sensitive to fact that the 
situation is complicated by the 
increasing supply of Arab arms 
received from Communist coun- 
tries and the frantic demand 
by Israel on the West to bal- 
ance or better it. 

Because of the evident ad- 
vantage gained by the Soviet 
Union in the Arab Middle East 
resulting from Western reluc- 
tance to engage in an arms 
race inviting all-out war, no 
delegation spokesmen here was 
willing to hazard a guess as to 
what action Russia would take 
if the Security Council voted 
to condemn both Arab and 
Israeli conduct. 

Some U. N. observers thought 
the Soviet Union might seize 
the opportunity to cement a new 
“friendship” with the Arab 
League, united as never before 
in its antagonism to the Jewish 
state, by vetoing an adverse 
council decision against that 
group or even an impartial find- 
ing criticizing Arab and Jew 
alike. 

Hammarskjold declared re- 
cently after an extended tour 
of the Middle East that he saw 
no imminent threat of war, 
adding his recommendation of 
a “hands-off” attitude for the 
U. N. for the time being, except 
to continue its observations and 


remain available for mediation. | 


Purpose Fulfilled. 

That purpose, he indicated, 
was now being fulfilled by the 
truce organization headed by 
Gen. Burns. He flatly opposed 
a U.N.-sanctioned show of mili- 
tary force in neutral zones 
which have been established on 
borders but have been flouted 
by both antagonists.

Segregation still reigns in 
Florida, the most southern state 
and a tourist haven sprawled 
1000 miles from Pensacola to 
‘Key West 

Negroes—22 per cent of the 
population—protest against the 
principle. Whites generally up- 
hold it. But human and climatic 
temperatures remain mild. 


Florida has a high stake in 
stability. Five million tourists 
each year represent a $1,000,- 
000,000 trade. 

Results of Studies. 

Partly because of this hich 
stake in stability, Florida has 
explored its education problems 
more carefully than most, with 
these results: 


The studies In Dade County 
(Miami) have found Negroes 
lagging a vear and nine months 
to two and a half vears behind 
national averages in sixth grade 
achievement tests. Whites sur- 
pass the average by several 
months in reading and English 
and trail a few months in 
arithmetic and spelling. 


Among high school seniors 
standard national tests have 
been given annually by the Uni- 
versity of Florida—last spring 
to 18,677 whites and 3342 Ne- 
groes. 

Dr. John V. MecQuitty, uni- 
versity examiner, reports 96 
per cent of the Negroes score 
below half of the whites. 


Dr. Gilbert L. Porter, execu- 
tive secretary of the Florida 
State Teachers Association, 
comprising 6000 Negroes, 
ascribes the lower Negro scores 
to more meager economic and 
cultural backgrounds and poor- 
er schooling. 


Some of Florida’s 67 county 
boards of public instruction 
have been re-mapping districts 
into residential patterns that 
might eliminate mass integra- 
tion, 


In addition, Fred H. Kent of 
Jacksonville, chairman of the 


Board of Control over state 
universities, visualizes grade 
school “segregation based on 
academic progress, and Ne- 
groes will be in the _ slow 
group.”

Until there has been an opportunity to sort 
out carefully all the factors it would be a mis- 
take to draw hard and fast conclusions ‘as to 
either individual candidacies or as to the Re- 
publican and Democratic parties. Meantime, 
however, there are immediate results. of ob- 
vious significance. 

The campaign of the former Governor of IIli- 
hois for the Democratic nomination has re- 
ceived a setback, perhaps a serious one. He had 
the active, enthusiastic support of Democratic 


Gov. Freeman of Minnesota and Democratic 
Senatoz Humphrey. He had the help of the 
Democratic state organization. Yet he appears 


to have won only four of the 30 delegate votes 
at the Democratic convention next August 

The senior Democratic Senator from Tennes- 
see. on the other hand, has come up from under- 
dog in the Minnesota race to what is seemingly 
tcday the position of a front-runner. He adds to 
his victory in New Hampshire, where he had no 
opposition, the outcome in Minnesota where he 
was strongly opposed in a show-down race. He 
wets all Minnesota’s delegates-at-large to the 
nominating convention and most of those from 
congressional districts. 

One factor strongly in Senator Kefauver’s 
favor was the fact that he was a member of the 
Senate, virtually commuting between Minnesota 
crossroads towns and Washington. In Washing: 
ton he was voting for high price supports in 
the farm bill. At the crossroads towns he could 
tell the farmers either how he had just voted 
or that he was flying back to vote 

Another factor is the Kefauver type of cam- 
paigning. The affable, friendly Tennessean 
takes his campaign for the presidency to the 
man—and the woman—in the street in a casual, 
personal way that is without precedent in our 
politics. It gave him the most votes on the first 
ballot in 1952. It moves him forward again. 

Many Democrats are convinced that the Sena- 
tor would be a weaker candidate than former 
Gov. Stevenson In November. Indeed, many of 
them believe that even though Senator Kefauver 
wins a substantial bloc of delegates, he still 
would not be the choice of the convention. And 
so there are many Democrats who will applaud 
Mr. Stevenson's prompt announcement that he 
will go on with his plans for the California and 
other primaries and that he will continue to 
express his views “honestly and vigorously.” 

That Republicans voted on the Democratic 
ballot by the droves cannot be questioned. The 
question is: Why? 

Did they do so because they 
Kefauver? 

Did they do so to deal a blow to the Stevenson 
candidacy in the hope of confusing the Demo- 
cratic racé? 

Did they do so because they are truly up in 
arms against the Eisenhower Administration on 
the farm issue? 

Perhaps the biggest surprise of all is for 
the Republicans, since the Democratic vote was 
more than double that of the G.O.P. With 3530 
of the 3868 precincts reported, the Kefauver- 
Stevenson total was more than 413,000 as against 
196,000 for. the Ejisenhower-Knowland total. 
Granted that the battle was on the Democratic 
side, still the name of the President might have 
been expected to attract more votes compara- 
tively than it did. 

There is a lot for all camps and both parties 
to think about in these results from Minnesota. 
Do the Democrats believe they are on the best 
track? Do the Republicans still figure that 
grass-roots disaffection in the Middle West is 
not important? Primaries to come will 
provide the answers.

Senator Claghorn Yields 

Fred Allen was classified 
funny man. Yet he was the vinegar in the sugar- 
barrel of radio entertainment. Who did not 
laugh at the characters in Allen's Alley, includ 
ing Senator Claghorn? But were we not really 
laughing at a lamentable but considerable part of 
the United States Senate? Fred Allen knew that 
subtle, even kindly ridicule was a more effective 
weapon than outraged protest against the Bilbos. 

Allen was radio's only artist in satire. He 
worked strictly in terms of his medium. That 
means the spoken and not the written word. 
He was the master of his material. He trans 
formed it; he did not project it. Others have 
tried to use radio for lampoons and satire, but 
they lacked Allen’s high art. They sewed jokes 
or fanciful disrespect onto the straight cloth of 
their resentments; they lacked the gift for tur: 
ing fact into fable, a deadly funny fable. 

No matter how spontaneous they may seem, 
performances like Allen's are not easily 
achieved. The creative process is always diffi- 
cult, sometimes agonizing. So Allen was weighed 
down by the short life of radio art. Write a good 
play and it could be performed hundreds of 
times, and then revived again and again. Paint 
a great picture and it can be enjoyed for cen- 
turies. Do a really good radio comedy show and 
it is dead in half an hour. No wonder that so 
many radio comedians have turned themselves 
into walking cliches, leaning on manner rather 
than matter. But Allen wanted something real 
in his programs and something original. Usualls 
there was. 


as a comedian, a 
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Higher Education or Paycheck ? 

In these days of unparalleled prosperity it is 
disconcerting to bump into two bits of news 
that point to shortsightedness of many teen- 
agers and of their parents, too. The United 
States Bureau of Labor Standards predicts a 
steady increase in high school students dropping 
out before graduation in the next several years 
President Eisenhower will name a committee 
soon to find out why the education of so many 
students stops at the high school level. 

Since the war the market for unskilled labor 
has not been booming while at the same time 
the nation has been searching high and low for 


skilled workers, technicians and scientists. They ° 


are needed to build, operate, maintain and im- 
prove the many machines that have come to play 
such an important part in office, factory, labora- 
tory and the military services. 

Moreover, with automation being force-fed by 
the boom, there is every indication that the need 
for skilled workers will increase as the need for 
the unskilled workers decreases. It is smal! won- 
der that vocational counselors, social workers, 
educators and employers are urging juveniles to 
stay in school until they have the education that 
they must have if they are to be prepared to con- 
tribute the maximum in a world steadily grow- 
ing more and more technical. 

In depression days there was an unfortunate 
necessity for juveniles to drop out of school so 
they could boost family income to a subsistence 
standard. But now such hardship cases must be 
at a minimum. Instead there is the lure of the 


regular paycheck for a teen-ager who wants an 
automobile and pleasures of the’ moment. 
President Eisenhower's committee may well 
find that at the bottom of this juvenile lack of 
discernment are environmental defects for which 
adult members of society are to blame. It may be 
that vocational guidance will have to be extended 
to parents to save youth from selling educa- 
tion short. Otherwise the labor market may soon 
be clogged with floaters who have nothing to sell 
but a strong back or bundle-wrapping ability. 
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Stalin the Terrible 

The official revision of Stalin's reputation 
could turn out to be as significant as it is fas- 
cinating. In his speech about the dictator who 
went as far as any Roman emperor in self-deifi- 
cation, Khrushchev used language even more 
excessive than is his wont. The new Communist 
party boss accused: Stalin of murdering thou- 
sands of loyal party associates and Red Army 
officers. And so the name, the pictures and the 
statues of this man, which for years appeared 
in almost’ every photograph out of the Soviet 
Union, began to come down. 

Why? Is it merely the vanity of his successors 
who do not want their names eclipsed by his 
widespread shadow? Is it a reaction against the 
fear in which they must have lived when every 
new day might bring a new purge? Is it a diplo- 
matic gesture intended to placate the West? Is 
it perhaps an attempt to appease the hard- 
pressed Russian people by making Stalin the 
author of all their grievances? Or does this out- 
burst represent something more fundamental? 

Since the Kremlin has such a record of devi- 
ousness and since newsgathering is so difficult 
in Russia, no quick and sure answer is possible. 
Perhaps a little of all of these possible reasons 
is behind this latest reversal of the party line. 

Despite still vague reports of disturbances in 
Stalin’s native Georgia, many of the Russian 
people seem to have welcomed it. Is this because 
heretofore they were afraid to express their re- 
sentments? Or is it because they have been con- 
ditioned to applaud words from on high? 

Communist leaders In other countries, notably 
Walter Ulbricht in East Germany, revised their 
views of. Stalin overnight. That was to be ex- 
pected of them. They are accustomed to doing 
turn-abouts on orders from Moscow, no matter 
how silly or how dishonest. But the change must 
be rather damaging to their prestige, especially 
in countries like France and Italy. They will 
come up with a batch of arguments to justify 
the switch, but quick-witted Frenchmen and 
Italians may be more amused than impressed. 

Nevertheless one more dramatic change has 
been made in Russia. It recalls the reminder of 
George Kennan, our former ambassador in Mos- 
cow and one of the closest students of the 
Soviet Union, to expect such changes. The full 
power of a tyrannical dictatorship, he said, sim- 
ply cannot be passed on from political genera- 
tion to political generation. 

Enough has happened in Russia since Stalin's 
death to indicate a change of means, if not of 
ends. The process of change should be recog- 
nized for what it is. To read more into it than 
is there could be a tragic mistake.

A Deserved Walk-Out 

One week the County Council defeated a cen- 
sorship bill aimed at “crime comics,” and the 
next week several councilmen simply walked 
out on the measure. While the bill undoubtedly 
is well intended, it deserves its fate. 

The legislation sponsored by Councilman 
James H. J. McNary is a masterpiece of indefi- 
niteness. It is aimed not only at comic books but 
at any other publications, short of news maga- 
zines and newspapers, which are illustrated so as 
to ‘tend to incite minors to crime.’ That leaves 
illegality a matter of opinion. 

How would the al]l-seeing county officials de- 
termine what tended to incite minors to crime? 
One measure of intent would be an illustration 
depicting any one of a long list of crimes as de- 
fined in the Missouri penal code In other 
words, @ prosecutor would have to prove that 
Puttynose Chrome Dome had violated the 
Missouri statutes, and then prove that the por- 
trayal tended to incite minors to crime 

The proposed county bill is not nearly so 
tightly drawn as the present St. Louis city ordi- 
nance which established a board of review to is- 
sue cease and desist orders against objection- 
able comic books. And the city board has em- 
phasized the encouragement of good reading 
more than censorship 

Moreover, the comic

book industry has estab- 
lished a “code of ethics” and named a “czar” 
to police itself. So far this reform has not an- 
swered the complaint. But most Americans, con- 
cerned about the effect of crime 
comics on children, would still prefer to let the 
industry try to clean house, and leave censorship 
of children's reading to parents, before adopting 
a form of government censorship which requires 
officials to be both Solomons and psychiatrists.

tured by Sir Winston 
Churchill two years ago. The conduct 
of war is a matter of “organized action,” 
and this collapses where chaos reigns. 
The newly created Air Defense Com- 
mand of the United States admitted in 
1954 that even “a 90 per cent effective 
defense might not be good enough to 
guarantee national survival,” since fifty 
thermonuclear bombs “could be enough 
to paralyze the country, its industrial 
machine, and its will to go on fighting.” 


Theory and Possibility 


Other experts are of the opinion that 
less than a dozen might prove enough. 
But a 90 per cent effective defense is 
only a distant hope. 

As for the notion which figures so 
largely in Pentagon and SHAPE pro- 
nouncements, that the primary mission 
of our bombing forces is to knock out 
Russia's means of delivering nuclear 
attacks, there is a vast gap between 
theory and practical possibility It takes 
too little account of the infinite prob- 
lems of eliminating the many and wide- 
spread airfie! from which Russian 
strategic bombers might be launched 

Even if a new-type air, defense could, 
with perfected air-to-air or ground-to- 
air missiles attain 100 per effectiveness 
of interception against bombers, we 
would be left with the appalling prob- 
lem of defense against bombardment 
by rockets and other ground-to-ground 
missiles with nuclear war heads. 

The outlook is the more grave be- 
cause BritaiA and her neighbors are al- 
ready within range of missile bombard- 
ment from Russian-occupied territory, 
while it will still be a long time before 
the IBM (intercontinental ballistic mis- 
sile) is available as a deterrent 

The development of long-range mis- 
siles mekes it all the clearer that the 
only safeguard against nuclear attack 
lies in maintaining the deterrent power 
of nuclear retaliation. 


‘Point of No Return’ 


The idea of a surprise “knockout” 
blow is absurd where there are in- 
mnumerable airstrips from which H- 
bombers might take off, and to bank 
on it would be as foolish as staking 
gene's life on picking out a “needle in

_ *@ Daystack.” A realization of that fact 


is a corrective to the widespread fear 
of a “Pearl Harbor” surprise stroke. 
But a new and very dangerous com- 
plication has arisen from the 1954 de- 
cision to base the training of the West- 
ern forces on the use of tactical atomic 
weapons. For this has much increased 
the risk that from some local conflict a 
war of mutual annihilation might de- 
velop—unintended by either side. 
Field Marshall Montgomery himself 
has stated that with this decision “we 
have reached the point of no return 
as regards the use of atomic and 
thermonuclear weapons in a hot war’ 
—~te, it would mean the strategic use 
of H-bombs, on the homelands. In bow- 


ing to the argument for such extra in- 
surance the statesmen think they can re- 
strain its employment until the need is 
certain. But this is a frail hope. Com- 
manders will always tend to use every 
weapon they possess rather than risk 
their troops being overrun. 

But the value of these armies {is 
essentially that of providing a non- 
suicidal safeguard. Arming them with 
nuclear weapons runs counter to the 
case for maintaining them. 

The outstanding fact of the H-bomb 
age is that war has become obviously 
suicidal. This is the main deterrent to 
the kind of attack that SHAPE is plan- 
ning and preparing to meet, 


The Fear of Retaliation 


The present policy of building up, 
for combined use, strategic air forces 
with the H-bomb plus conventional 
armies with atomic artillery plus tactical 
air forces with atomic bombs is a policy 


that combines maximum cost. with 
minimum value. 
There are thus great potential ad- 


vantages in a more radical change of 
policy, relying principally om the deter- 
rent of nuclear retaliation while keep- 
ing only sufficient ground forces to 
deal with frontier encroachments. 

The fear that such retaliation might 
be unleashed if the incursion became 
serious would tend to make the policy 
very effective. Indeed, the smaller the 
forces on the ground the greater such 
a deterrent might prove to be. 

If the leaders of the West intend to 
use the nuclear weapon in case of war, 
and believe in its unlimited use in that 
event, they might be expected to show 
the courage of their conviction by 
adopting this radical change of policy 
now, and reshaping their forces to fit 
it. The change would make possible an 
immense reduction in costs of defense 

But with its potential advantages it 
carries a fundamental drawback—that 
if it fails as a deterrent, and has to be 
put into action, it will probably result 
in immediate suicide for civilization. 

The safest course of all in defense 
would be to rely on conventional forces 
using purely conventional weapons. Is 
the course really so impossible, mili- 
tarily and economically, as the NATO 
government and SHAPE assume? 


Problem Before the West 


Russia and her satellites from a total 
population of 300,000,000 maintain 
Standing armies of about 260 active 
divisions. The NATO countries have a 
population of 230,000,000 in. Europe, 
and 400,000,000 in total, yet produce 
barely 20 active divisions. 

The extreme disparity of ground 
forces is not due to disparity of avail- 
able manpower, so must be due basi- 
cally to deficiency of will or defective 
organization. Neither is “impossible” 
to remedy. 

It makes no sense that the NATO 
countries should continue to live in 
mortal fear of a group inferior in popu- 
lation and resources, and remain im- 
paled on the horns of a “defeat or 
suicide’ dilemma. 

The prevailing view of the Western 
leaders that a serious invasion cannot 
be repelled without using strategic as 
well as tactical nuclear weapons, and 
framing their plans on that basis, 
amounts- to nothing better than a 
despairing acceptance of suicide in the 
event of any major aggression. 

These governments will be unworthy 
of their trust unless they tackle the 
problem of developing a non-suicidal 
form of defense and providing the 
minimum military strength for it.

How Congress Behaved 
CONGRESSIONAL POLITICS IN THE SECOND 

WORLD WAR, by Roland Young. (Columbia Uni- 

versity Press, 281 pags. $4.50.) 

This is a short, factual history of the 
behavior of Congress from Pearl] Har- 
bor to V-J day. It faithfully records the 
votes taken on various issues, but sel- 
dom digs very deeply to discover why 
Representatives or Senators voted as 
they did. Recently some political scien- 
tists have waxed enthusiastic about at- 
tempts to portray Congress as a politi- 
cal cockpit, where opposing interest 
groups push and pull and maneuver 
for position, but Prof. Young's approach 
is more traditional. 

In his book, only the American Farm 
Bureau emerges vividly as a pressure 
group. The author's chief source—al- 
most his only’ source—is the Congres- 
sional Record, which illuminates mere- 
ly that small part of the political ice- 
berg that is visible above the surface. 
His chief assumption seems to be that 
partisan motivations are of primary 8ig- 
nificance in all congressional action. 

> . . 


Prof. Young’s style is undramatic and, 
in the main, impersonal: “Congress 
kept busy during the war. The ordi- 
nary business of Congress had to be 
attended to, and there were extra de- 
mands on time from the expanding 
committee activities. In many cases, 
individual members were expected to 
act as special pleaders, say, for a con- 
stituent who wanted a captain's com- 
mission, or a sewer project contract, or 
an airport, or a. housing program, or a 
new war plant.” 

He brightens it up, at times, by quot- 
ing from some flamboyant speeches 
and by permitting himself to criticize 
the executive branch,. especially the 
early OPA. This book about Congress 
does not praise Congress, but it does 
oddly echo congressional] attitudes of 
hostility toward the executive. 

. + . 


Two innovations are worth comment. 
The first is the author's own classifica- 
tion of Congressmen into three groups: 
“strong,” “moderate,” and “weak” party 
supporters, on the basis of a numerical 
tabulation of votes cast. The irrele- 
vance of such purely quantitative meas- 
urement is revealed by Prof. Young's 
findings that Clarence Cannon is a 
“weak” Democrat and Joseph W. Mar- 
tin Jr., only “moderately” Republican. 

The second novelty is the way in which 
members of Congress are identified— 
not “Sen. Alben W. Barkley (D., Ky.).” 
as the newspapers put it, but “Sen. Al- 
ben W. Barkley ‘(D., Paducah, Ky.).” 
Now I am proud to live in University 
City, but I don’t see the sense of re- 
ferring to the late Bennett Champ 
Clark as “(D., University City, Mo.”) 
Bennett Clark was United States Sena- 
tor from the State of Missouri.

Essentially, it calls for the con- 
version of surplus acres ‘above 
acreages needed for adequate 
production) into soil-building, 
rather than soil-depleting, crops 
Some 25,000,000 


acres now in 
agricultural crops will be de- 
voted to legumes, grasses, 


shrubs and trees. These acres 
can not be grazed or harvested 
and the land is to lie idle dur- 
ing the tenure of the Soil-Bank 
plan 

At present nearly halt the 
money allocated under the Fed- 
eral Aid to Wildlife Restoration 
Act is being used by 37 states 
in improving game habitat on 
privately-owned farm lands 
Last vear some $10,000,000 were 
spent for this purpose The 
Soil-Bank will eliminate’ the 
need of allocating these funds 
for this purpose and they can 
be spent for other game restora- 
tion purposes 

Modern agriculture took a 
greater toll of wildlife than the 
15,000,000 hunters who roamed 
the fields and forests last year. 
In of the intensely culti- 
vated states where every acre of 
ground produces grain, grass or 
livestock, the wildlife has 
reached a new low. In many of 
them quail have become non-ex- 
istent or scarce that they 
have been placed on the song- 
bird list to prevent their com- 
plete destruction. None of the 
states can boast of the quail 
population of 20 years ago. 
Cover and suitable habitat were 
destroyed to make way for cash- 
producing crops, and bobwhite 
becomes more scarce each year 
due to clean cultivation 

In South Dakota the pheas- 
ant bag limit is a third smaller 
than 10 years ago. Millions of 
acres of wildland that produced 
wild and unharvested grasses 
were put to the plow and the 
hatching and rearing of pheas- 
ants was drastically reduced.

the state. Other states pur- 
chased them to restock thei 
dwindling numbers and many 
were sold in the open markets 
Today:the bag and possession 
limits have been reduced to 10 
gnd they are given protection 
through March, April, May and 
10 davs in Novembe: 


Prairie chickens have virtu- 
ally disappeared and only three 
states have a limited shooting 
eason on these birds that at 


one time were numbered by the 
millions in many of the prairie 
states. The Soil-Bank plan ar- 
rived too late to help the resto- 
ration of these sporty birds to 
large numbers, but they should 
show a marked increase by a 
broadening of restricted habitat 

Hay, wheat and oat harvests 
destroy the nesting areas of 
great numbers of quail. Young 
rabbits are born only a few 
inches under the soil. and the 
combines either destroy the 
nests of denude them of their 
cover until the mother rabbit 
forsakes the nest and the young 
perish. Grazing livestock pick 
the pastures clean and trample 
the quail nests, and swin feast 
on the clutches of eggs when 
they are found. Woven wire has 
replaced the rail fences and the 
crops can be harvested within a 
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Ee inches of the fence line. The 
} 


zigzag rail fences formerly pro- 


vided cover and ideal nesting 


refuges for the game birds. 


Mourning doves are tree-nest- 


/ers but in the southeastern sec- 


tion of the United States, where 
the doves winter, beef raising 
has become so intensified that 
these migrants find slim pick- 
ings from the closely cropped 
grasses. There are no seeds for 
them and as a result they are 
not as numerous as in former 
years 

Bank to Aid Big Game, Too. 

The Soil-Bank plan will pro- 
vide millions of undisturbed, un- 
harvested acres that will furnish 
nesting and feeding areas for 
wildlife. Even big game, such 
as moose, elk and deer, will 
graze on grass and legumes that 
formely supported livestock 
Quail, rabbits and pheasants 
will be the greatest beneficiaries 


On some of the large land 
holdings the areas will be in 
sizable blocks, but on the small- 
er farms the land placed under 
the plan will consist of only a 
few acres. Over the entire farm- 
ing lands of the United States 
there will be sanctuaries of soi! 
where wildlife can live and 
raise their young without the 
menace of the plow or the cow 
Birds and animals will soon find 
these protected areas and will 
raise their young there and the 
new crop will move on to new 
homesites 


If food supplies are sufficient 
for several years witheut the 
returning of these surplus acres 
to production, the ever-increas- 
ing number of nimrods will find 
game much more abundant than 
it has been. Although wildlife 
was only a by-product in the 
Soil-Bank planning, and the re- 
duction of food surpluses was 
the major goal, the sportsmen 


of America are elated over the 
windfall that will give them 
many happy hours of hunting 
recreation that otherwise was 
becoming more and more un- 
productive through the years

The most powerful instru- 
ment of the cold war in the 
Middle East is radio broadcast+ 
ing The Greek radio is in- 
vading Cyprus more effectively 
than the Greek army ever 
could. The Egyptian radio Gaily 
pours the bitterest poison into 
the ears of millions in the Arab 
countries, and nearly everything 
it says is untrue. The Vast 
majority of the listeners are 
utterly ignorant of:the world, 
and have no background against 


which to judge the truth or 
falsity of the statements made. 

The same = bitter diatribes 
and violent slogans are poured 
out day after day, hour after 
hour, and there is no-reply, no 
response, no counter propa- 
ganda 

When a foreign radio says 
that British troops were bayo- 
neting bab! es, English people 
mérely lat ched and said “how 
mrss: Sheet but millions of 


other listeners believed it. 
No One Bothers to Explain. 


Britain pays two-thirds of 
Jordan’s national budget, but 


when Jordanians heard on the 


radio that the British were 
sucking the life-blood of their 
country, they believed it—be- 


cause nobody took the trouble 
to explain their budget to them. 

We, who were to the best of 
our ability devoting our lives 
to the service of Jordan, were 
daily the victims of the most 
violent abuse from Egyptian ra- 
dio stations.

Advocates ‘Free’ Radio. 


A good way of dealing with 
hostile dictators is a “free” ra- 
dio station, to be controlled by 
political refugees who fled their 
country to avoid persecution. 

In the Middle East, where 
there is still a considerable pro- 
portion of people who cannot 
read easily and quickly, the ra- 
dio is more important and more 
powerful than the press. There 

is a radio set in every village, 
in every barrack room OF Can- 
teen or mess in the army. They 
blare in every restaurant and 
coffee shop and can be heard 
right across the street outside.

FLORIDA GETS 
JUMP IN STUDY 
OF INTEGRATION

Suddenly, on-the night of Fri- 
day, Sept. 17, ten days after 
school had opened, cars from 
distant towns and other states 
clogged the roads to Milford 
They converged on the Ameri- 
can Legion Hall, where 1500 
persons shoutted protests against 
desegregation. 

On Sunday a radio announee- 
ment called for a mass meeting 
at the Milford high school the 
following morning. The board of 
education, fearing violence. 
closed down the schools for the 
day. The board members went 
to the meeting to explain their 
policy. Jeers and shouts from 
the crowd of 1000 kept cutting 
them short. 

That night threatening tele- 
phone calls were made to board 
members and school officials. 
They decided to keep Milford’s 
schools closed. 

One board member quit the 
next morning; three others re- 
signed shortly after. 

State Board Acts. 
The State Board of Education 


‘met in quiet, colonial Dover, 


harried by out-of-state news- 
| men and camera men. 

The state board took over the 
Milford schools and announced 
that they would be reopened 


with the 11 Negroes in attend- 


When I even- | 


ance at the white high school. 
The Governor called on the res- 
idents of Milford to co-operate. 
On Monday morning 15 state 
troopers and 10 policemen were 
on hand. 

The Negroes—one had stayed 
home — were escorted by the 
police through angry, silent 
crowds, 

Most of the white students, 
however, stayed clear of the 
school, starting a strike that led 
to a sympathy boycott in neigh- 
boring towns. 

While the crowds stood at 
Milford’s high school, one of 
the Negro girls inside told a 
group of her white classmates 
who had not gone on strike that 
that was the happiest day of 
her life. She never imagined, 
she said, that whites would do 
what they were doing to help 
Negroes. 

New Board Organized. 

Her happiness was brief. A 
new board of education, organ- 
ized hastily in Milford, turned 
out the 10 Negroes. The ousted 
youngsters carried their case to 
the state Supreme Court. Its 
decision: the school ruling of 
the United States Supreme 
Court had nullified Deleware’s 
segregation laws, but the ear- 
lier Milford Board of Education 
had illegally tried to integrate 
before getting approval from 
the State Board of Education. 

So ended the Milford crisis, 
but not the resentment and the 
bitterness and the enmities it 
created. 

It is common to hear today 
that Delaware's “bad name” 
would have been less tarnished 
if Bryant Bowles had stayed out 
of the state. 

Bowles, a 35-year-old Floridi- 
an with a record for passing 
bad checks, showed up at rallies 
in the Milford area. It was soon 
apparent that if his newly or- 
ganized National Association for 
the Advancement of White Peo- 
ple had not instigated the Mil- 
ford crisis, it had quickly capi- 
talized on it. The crowds rallied 
around him and started their 
boycott actions. 

Compact State. 

The internal conflicts of Del- 
aware are all the more glaring 
because of the state’s compact- 
Delaware's 1950 census of 


ness 
318.085 ‘including 43,598 Ne- 
groes, 13.7 per cent) makes the 


state just about equal in popu- 
lation to Rochester, N.Y. 

“DuPont's Duchy,” as Del- 
aware once was nicknamed, has 
its northern third, industrial 
New Castle County, moving 
gradually toward complete in- 
tegration in public schools. The 
doors to hotels, restaurants and 
theaters in places like Wilming- 
ton are gradually opening. 

By contrast Delaware’s two 
other counties, the agricultural, 
small-town counties of Kent and 
Sussex have taken their cue 
on the school issue from the 
Deep South. The single ex- 
ception is the state capital, 
Dover. It has assigned 15 of its 
469 Negro students to nonseg- 
regated schools 

There are still only 1230 Ne- 
groes, Out of Delaware's 10,771 
Negro students, now attending 
mixed classes. All of them are 
in the northern part of the 
state, except for Dover's 15. 

But the 3829 Negro pupils 
living in Wilmington, which 
maintains its own school sys- 
tem, will be totally integrated 
starting with the next school 


year. 
This quickening tempo in 
‘Wilmington is indication 


an 


that probably the 5519 other 
Negro pupils to the north will 
soon be mixed. 


But the Negro youngsters in 
Kent and Sussex, to the south, 
are still facing a segregated 
future for some time. 

The issue of integration is 
packed with political dynamite. 
Political leaders say privately 
that they are paralyzed, that 
whatever they do or say they 
are sure to antagonize either 
the north or the south of 
Delaware.

By 
almost every measurement the 
American educational system is 
deteriorating as an ever greater 
burden is put on it. As the 
White House Conferente on 
Education made abundantly 
clear, only through massive 
federal assistance can this de- 
terioration be checked.

At the 
party's second congress in 1954. | 
he criticized it for bad political 
Organization and policy and | 
called for a fight to “purify” 
the ranks 

He joined the old Polish Com- 
munist party in 1929. He was 
jailed frequently in the next 
10 vears for his party activities 
in Warsaw, the textile center 
of Lodz ard mining areas of 
lower Silesia 

He fought in defense of War- 
sav Zainst the Germans in 
1939. Later he went to Russia 
and helped organize the first 
Polish army division founded 
there. Russia awarded Ochab 
the Red Star for his services in 
the battle of Lenino as deputy 
commander of the First Polish 
Army. In 1944 he was assigned 
to work in the provisional Pol- 
ish government formed in Mos- 
cow and in 1947 was elected 
to parliament. His rise there- 
aiter was rapid. 

Co-operative Chief. 

Ochab became chief of the 
co-operative council, with Broad 
powers over Poland's peasants 
In 1948 he was named presi- 
dent of the powerful central 
committee of Polish trade un- 
ions. A year later Bierut ap- 
pointed Ochab first vice min- 
ister of national defense with 
the rank of brigadier general 

By January 1950, Ochab was 
political chief of the Polish 
army. He moved out of that 
job to membership on the Polit- 
buro of the party's central com- 
mittee. 

The Warsaw radio also an- 
nounced that Soviet Communist | 
party chief Nikita S. Khrush-| 
chev left'the Polish capital to- | 
day after attending funeral | 
services for Bierut 

In London, there was specu- 
lation that Khrushchev had re- 
mained after the funeral last 
Friday to take a hand in the 
selection of Bierut’s successor.

Fred Allen --- A Kindly 
_ Man and Original Wit |

NEW YORK, March 21. 

NDER a dour exterior, Fred Allen was the kind- 
liest man imaginable. Swarms of out-of-work 
y actors descended on him regularly for handouts 
which were never refused.

FRED WAS a wit's wit. There is not a humorist 
alive who did not admire him extravagantly, but none 
imitated him because they couldn't. His was a won- 
derfully original and well-stocked mind and he had 
the gift of bringing two frightfully irrelevant things & 
into the same sentence. It was the humor of the & 
ludicrous and a very penetrating wit it was but it does 
not reproduce well. 


Even his prose style defied imitation. He had a 
horror of cliche and every sentence that came from 
his lips had a newly minted freshness that was unique, 
even among literate men. To him, even “hello” or 
any other ordinary salutation was a cliche and he 
avoided any form of routine greeting. He'd greet you, & 
on say, a hot day with: “It’s so hot out I could take & 
my skin off and sit around in my bones.” 

In his early days he billed himself as the world’s 
worst juggler and he just about was. He'd keep drop- 
ping the Indian clubs and to cover his confusion he'd 
make wisecracks that would convulse the audience. & 
Actually, Fred was the last of three great American 
humorists who started the same way. The other two 
were W. C. Fields, who was a little better juggler than 
Fred, but still no world beater, and Will Rogers, 
whose rope act was pretty fair, but not much better & 
than that. All used wisecracks to cover their inade- 
quacies with the props and grew into national insti- 


tutions.

FRED’S DEATH last Saturday came as a particu- 
larly terrible shock to me because he took such very 
good care of his health. He didn't drink or smoke and 
his diet was of such austerity that a rabbit would 
find it dull. In fact, I always thought he'd live te be 
103. His health fadism was a rich source of amuse- 
ment to his friends. He had high blood pressure and §& 
he had consulted so many doctors and read so many §& 
books on the subject he knew more about it than they §& 
did. '

If they whistle, they do 
so in the dark. Sudden illness “does something to people.” 
It gives them a true—less distorted—view of life. It puts
